London, April 18.—According to a 


statement issued tonight, the figures 
given by Admiral von Capelle in his 
speech are misleading and contrary 
to facts. 

“Exaggerated figures of losses are 
still relied on by the enemy,” says 
the statement. “The average of 
monthly losses of British ships in 
1917 was 333,000 gross tons, whereas, 
Admiral von Capelle bases his argu- 
ment on over six hundred thousand 
tons. The figures for the quarter 
ending March 381 will be published 
shortly, when it will be seen that 
the claims made of a continuance of 
the drop in the rate of losses is fully

For the carrying out of America’s 
giant paper program, America must 
first lay down the shipyards. After 
prodigious promises, America in 1917 
buflt 750,000 gross register tons of 
sea-going ships. The large mercan- 
tile fleet placed on order, America does 
not want for the war, but for the post- 
bellum period when the shipping pro- 
gram having been in the meantime 
carried out, America will become Eng- 
land’s world freight carrier.” 

Increase in Accidents. 

The “robbery of Dutch tonnage, 
whereby Anglo-Saxons had incurred 
the worst kind of odium for decades to 
oome,” he said, “was the best proof 
of how far the shipping schedule al- 
ready had gone with the western pow- 
ers. To the sinkings must be added, 
the admiral declared, the big wear 
and tear in ships and the enormous 
increase in marine accidents which Sir 
John Ellerman, in the British shipping 
chamber recently, had calculated to be 
three times the amount of peace 
losses. 

Admiral von Capelle described as a 
base calumny the statement made by 
Sir Eric Geddes, first lord of the 
British admiralty, that German U-boat 
crews were unwilling to put to sea, 
and said the assertions of British 
statesmen that there had been extra- 
ordinanily big losses of U-boats were 
very greatly exaggerated. 

He then entered into details on the 
world’s shipbuilding for the decade 
preceding the war and contended that 
the new constructon of the United 
States and Japan to a certain extent 
was needed for their own necessity. 
Hence, only the figures of British 
shipbuilding could come into the ques- 
tion. 

Speaking with reference to eship- 
building by England to repair the 
losses, Admiral von Capelle said that 
in the middle of 1917 there was talk 
of 3,000,000 tons in official quarters 
in England; then Lloyd-George drop- 
ped to 2,000,000, and now, according to 
Mr. Bonar Law, the output is 1,160,000 
tons. As against, therefore, about 
100,000 tons monthly put into service, 
there were sinkings of 600,000, or six- 
fold. 7 

Every Ship- Vital.

SUIGIDE VERDICT 
IN SIMONS PROBE 


Colonel at Gordon Killed 
Self While Suffering From 
Mental Aberration, Says 
Officers’ Report. 


Colonel William H. Simons, comman- 
der of the 327th infantry~-regiment at 
Camp Gordon, who was found dead. in 
his quarters, with a pistol by his side, 
killed himself while “suffering from 
such a mental aberration concerning 
his official administrative duties as to 
make him irresponsible for his act,” 
according to a report made yesterday 
by the board of military officials ap- 
pointed to make an investigation. 

The board adds that “at the time of 
his death Colonel Simons was not suf- 
fering fromthe effects of narcotics or 
alcoholic liquor-and that his death was 
not the result of his own misconduct.” 

In making public its report the board 
reversed itself the second time in this 
case. When the body of Colonel Simons 
was first discovered it was stated that 
the findings of the investigating board 
would be made public when they were 
received by the authorities of the camp. 


When the verdict of the board was 
arrived at and before it went to Gen- 
eral Charles D. Rhodes to be reviewed, 
this decision was altered and it was an- 
nounced that the board’s report would 
at all tintes remain private. After the 
statement was reviewed and approved 
by General Rhodes, the second reversal 
in policy occurred, and the report was 
given out in detail for publication.

TEUTONS REPULSED 
IN NEW ATTACKS, 
GEN. HAIG REPORTS 


London, April 18.— Field Marshal 
Haig’s report tonight says: 

“There has been severe fighting 
again today on the greater part of the 
Lys battle front. From La Bassee ca- 
nal at Givenchy to the Lys river east 
of St. Venant, a bombardment was re- 
ported this morning, followed by strong 
hostile attacks, all of which have been 
repulsed. 

‘The losses inflicted on the attacking 


German infantry by our fire are again 
reported to have been extremely 
heavy and more than 200 prisoners 
have been taken. 

“The struggle has been particularly 
fierce in the neighborhood of Given- 
chy, where the enemy made determin- 
ed efforts, without success, to retrieve 
‘his previous failures. The fighting in 
this locality has not yet ceased and the 
activity of the enemy’s artillery is 
|continuing on the whole of this front. 

‘Later in the day further attacks, 
accompanied by heavy shelling, devel- 
oped against our positions south of 
Kemmel and were repulsed. 

“Beyond considerable artillery ac- 
tivity in different sectors, particularly 
south and north of the Somme, there is 


nothing of especial interest to rsport 
from the British front.”

GERMAN ATTACKS 
ARE BEATEN OFF 
BY THE BRITISH 


With the British Army in France, 
April 18.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The Germans brought up fresh divi- 
sions for the hard thrusts which they 
made yesteday. Although the British 
were unable to hold Wytschaete and 
Meteren, which they had retaken by a 
brilliant counter attack, they beat off 
the enemy elsewhere. The British 
maintained their line throughout the 
night. 

A renewed heavy bombardment of 
the British front between La Bassee 
canal, at Givenchy, and the Nieppe 
forest suggests the Gérmans contem- 
plate another heavy drive in this re- 
gion in the hope of taking Bethune 
and creating a new salient. 

All the areas back of this .section 
of the front .were sprinkled with gas 
shells throughout last night.

An effort made by the fourth Ger-

o'clock in the morning, after an all- 
night bombardment, the Germans at- 
tacked on a front of 4 miles between 
Langemarck and Kippa. 

The Germans gained a footing in the 
Belgian advance position, but they 
were thrown out after a fight. lasting 
nearly all day. The Belgians took 600 
prisoners, including many officers be- 
longing to seven different regiments, 
which represented one Bavarian, two 
Prussian and one marine infantry di- 
visions. 

Six heavy attacks were delivered by 
the Germans yesterday afternoon be- 
tween Bailleul and Ypres in an at- 
tempt to bend back the British .front 
still further and to create another 
dangerous’ salient in the Flemish 
marshes. 

Kemmel Hill was assaulted by three 
waves of Germans about 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon, but the enemy was 
thrown back with heavy casualties 
and a counter attack completely re- 
Stored the British line. Other at- 
tacks were broken by British machine 
gunfire. 


GERMAN ATTACKS 
ON AISNE FRONT 
ARE BROKEN UP 


Paris, April 18.—After a _ prelimi- 
nary bombardment strong German de- 
tachments attempted to advance last 
night near Corbeny, on the_ Aisne 
front. Today’s official statement says 
the attack was broken up by the 
French fire. 

The statement follows: 

“In the region of Corbeny § the 
French caught under their fire and 
dispersed a strong German detach- 
ment which attempted to approach the 
en lines after artillery prepara- 
tion. 

“The Germans undertook several 
raids in the Champagne and on the 
right bank of the Meuse, especially 
to the east of Caurleres wood and near 
Damloup. All the enemy’s” efforts 
were repulsed and prisoners remained 
in our hands, 

“Northwest of Roize, in Lorraine, we 
succeeded in several incursions into 
the German lines and taok a certain 
number of prisoners.” 


CANADIANS SHELL 
GERMAN BATTERIES. 


Canadian Army Headquarters, April 
18.—(By the Canadian Press Limited.) 
All night long Canadian guns, both 
heavy and light, have been active 
against the enemy positions, shelling 
hostile batteries, routes, railways and 
dumps, while time after time hostile 
infantry positions, assembly areas and 
communications have been swept with 
a harassing fire. Indeed artillery ac- 
tivity recently has been the main fea- 
ture on the Canadian front. There have 
been constant duels between our own 
and the enemy batteries. A consider- 
able amount of gas has been used. 

Early this morning we carried out a 
small projector gas bombardment 
aganist the enemy positions, to which 
the Hung replied with gas shelling, 
but neither operation approached the 
magnitude of our heavy gas shell bom- 
bardment on April 8, in which over 


9.000 shells were fired on hostile ar- 
tillery positions. That gas bombard- 
ment was as successful as it was ex- 
tensive, twenty out of thirty-two bat- 
teries engaged having been out of ac-

All Doubt Cleared. 

This report clears up all doubt con- 
cerning the death of the Gordon colo- 
nel, as it numbered some of the most 
expert medical men in the army. Up 
until the time it was announced, there 
was considerable variance in the opin- 
ions of those at the camp concerning 
the manner in which Colonel Simons 
met his death, 

The commander of the 327th infantry, 
it will be remembered, was discovered 
in his quarters at Camp Gordon Friday 
afternoon at 8 o’clock by a negro 
trooper. A bullet hole was in his skull 
and the loaded revolver, with one shot 
fired, was found lying near his side. 

Colonel Simons was well known both 
at Camp Gordon and in Atlanta, and 
the statement concerning his death will 
be of interest to hundreds. His body 
was removed from the camp last Sat- 
urday for burial at his home in South 
Carolina.

“Baby Bond” Plan, With 
Four Other Requested 
Amendments to State Con- 
stitution and City Charter, 
Receive Official Signature. 


Mayor Candler Thursday morning at- 
tached hia official signature to five res- 


olutions passed by the general] council 
of Atlanta, asking the Georgia state 
assembly to pr8vide for amendments to 
the state’constitution and to the char- 
ter of the city of Atlanta. 

A resolution asking the coming leg- 
islature to amend the constitution of 
the state so as to allow cities of 150,- 
000 population to issue and sell street 
improvement bonds, which is known as 
the “Baby Bond” plan, was the first to 


l receive the signature of the fhayor. 
This amendment provides further that 
these street improvement bonds may be 
issued by a two-thirds vote of the gov- 
erning body of the municipality, with- 
out a vote from the people. These 
bonds, it is provided, shall not exceed 
ten years, shall be issues only against 
street improvement notes; shall not be 
issued for any amount exceeding the 
amount assessed on the improvements; 
shall be issued only for paving, repav- 
ing and grading of streets; and that the 
bonds may be issued without regard 
to the other indebtedness of the mu- 
nicipality. The interest on the baby 
bonds is not to exceed 6 per cent per 
annum. 

A charter revision resolution, provid- 
ing for an amendment to the city 
charter of Atlanta, authorizing the is- 
sue of the street improvement bonds, 
was also signed by. Mayor Candler. 

To Limit Debts.

“If the ships are built in 
time to bring victory over Germany, 


no credit will belong to anybody in 
Washington, but to the men on the 
ground. 

“Our task here is to supervise, to 
encourage and to devise methods.” 


The ironmaster and practical ship- 
builder was told of the present status 
of the enormous construction program 
in long conferences with Chairman 
Hurley and Vice President Piez, of 
the shipping board. He showed his 
eagerness to get to work in discuss- 
ing his new assignment later with 
newspaper men. 


Praise and Encouragement Needed. 


“Approval and encouragement are 
needed now more than anything else,” 
Mr. Schwab said. “It is up to every 
man in this country to do the work 
to which he is assigned to win this 
war. I never saw a man able to work 
at his best except under the stimulus 


of praise and enthusiasm, fired with 
confidence that he has the approval 
gs peopje for whom he is work- 
ng. 

“We must appeal to the pride and 
patriotism that is in all good Ameri- 
cans to speed up production in the 
yards.” 

Mr. Schwab remarked that he never 
had men working “for” him, bat al- 
ways “with” him. ' 

“The public ought to know the peo- 
ple who are doing well,” Mr. Schwab 
remarked. “The men who are filling 
their contracts should get the credit 
and they are going to get the credit.” 

Chairman Hurley nodded his approv- 
al of the vigorous rémarks of the new 
director general. 

“We're willing to take orders from 
Mr. Schwab,” the chairman said. 

I’m not here to give orders, 
to carry them out,” Mr. Schwab re- 
torted. “I know nothing about policy 
and I told Hurley I didn’t want to 
know anything. That’s up to him and 
the board. When they decide wkhat 
they want done, I will try to aid in 
having it done. I want to get out in 
the field. Building things is in my 
line and that's what I’m here for.” 


Will Visit Shipyards. 


Mr. Schwab said he thought it Mkely 
he would spend much time at the va- 
rious shipyards, aiding them in work- 
ing out their problems and suggesting 
any means possible to speed up pro- 
duction. Except that he would begin 
soon a tour of Atlantic, gulf and lake 
yards, leaving the Pacific coast yards 
until a later date, he said he had made 
no plans for establishing headquar- 
ters here or elsewhere, or creating any 
office force. 

“A prodigious wor khas been done,” 
he said, in speaking of the enormous 
building program already under way. 

“The foundation has been laid and 
mighty well laid, and when that is 
done, it is easy to carry on the build- 
ing successfully. Big new enterprises 
necessarily go slowly at first.”

Federation of Labor, Alleging 
“Frame-Up,” Appoints Com- 
mittee to Ascertain Facts. 


‘Augusta, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)— 
Charging that the recent arrest of the 
Rev. J. A. Callan, formerly identified 
with the Georgia Federation of Labor, 
on the charge of violating the espion- 
age act, was a “frame-up” inspired by 
certain corporate interests, the State 
Federation of Labor today passed, 


without a dissenting vote, a resolution 
protesting against the alleged “high- 
handed action” of the Columbus police 
authorities and appointed a committee 
of five to go to Columbus or elsewhere 
if necessary and investigate the 


charges. 

Callan is now in jail in Atlanta, hav- 
ing failed to give bond to the amount 
of $25,000. He was arrested in Co- 
lumbus, Ga., Saturday, it being alleged 
that dynamite, whisky, I. W. W. liter- 
ature and plans of Columbus textile 
mills were found in his room by inves- 
tigating officers. The resolution 
adopted here today is as follows: 

“Whereas, Rev. J. A. Callan, well 
and favorably known throughout this 
state as an indefatigable worker in 
behalf: of human rights, has recently 
been humiliated by the authorities of 
Columbus, Ga., through his arrest upon 
what appears to be a trumped-up 
charge of violating the federal espion- 
age act, and of having in his posses- 
sion ae nen of dynamite, whisky 
— erman propaganda literature, 
an 

“Whereas, this act on the part of 
the Columbus authorities was seeming- 
ly inspired by certain corporate inter- 
ests, among whose underpaid employees 
this gifted minister has been spreading 
the gospel of trades unionism and the 
need, and = 

‘“‘Whereas, it is the sincere belief of 
this body that these charges against 
Rev. Callan are totally unfounded and 
bear all of the earmarks of a ‘frame- 
up’ comparable only to the now justly 
famous Mooney ‘frame-up’ in San Fran- 
cisco, and would seem designed to 
prejudice and discredit the loyalty and 
devotion of the workers of this state to 
our government; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That we, the delegates to 
the twentieth annual convention of the 
Georgia Federation of Labor, enter a 
decided protest against this evident 
high-handed exercise of power on the 
part of the Columbus police authorities 
and other misguided zealots; and, be 
it further 

Resolved, That in justice to Rev. 
Callan and in the interest of the labor 
movement of Georgia, a thorough in- 
vestigation be instituted to ascertain 
the real facts in the case, and that this 
convention appoint a committee of five 
for this purpose with power to visit 
Columbus, and such other authority 
as may be necessary for the proper 
conduct of this case.” 

The convention was addressed in the 
afternoon by Jerome Jones, of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor; John 
Y. Smith, of Atlanta, legal adviser of 
the federation, and W. E. Etheridge, of 
the Iron Molders’ union. Governor Dor- 
sey was to have made an address this 
morning, but was prevented from be- 
ing present.

Recent Increases Granted to 
Public Service Companies 


The Indiana Public Service 
Commission has granted an in- 
crease of about 20 per cent in 
rates to the Northern Indiana & 
Southern Michigan Interurban 
Railways. 

The rates of the Philadelphia, 
Pa., Electric Co., for manufactur- 
ing and lighting purpeses, have 
been increased 10 per cent under 
an order of the State Public 
Service Commission. 


The Mobile, Ala., city council 
has renewed the street lighting 
contract with the Mobile Electric 
Co. at an advance in rates. 


The city is even now proposing to 
the general assembly a law under which 
property owners, including this com- 
pany, shall be compelled to meet the en- 
tire cost of street paving, where here- 
tofore the city has paid one-third. 


These conditions which the city 
faces are exactly similar to those con- 
fronting this company. The only dif- 
ference is— 


This company is continuing to fur- 
nish service, although in doing so it is 
piling up a deficit and losing money, 
while the city stops spending when the 
money runs out and lets the service go 
to rack. 


And, speaking of service, what shall 
we say of conditions which find, accord- 
ing to the daily papers, only 48 out of 
some 2,000 restaurants, grocery stores 
and barber shops, fit places for soldiers 
to trade with? 


Does it speak well for Atlanta and 
the service the city renders its own citi- 
zens, that these places on the sanitary 
blacklist are put under military guard, 
and 1,500 soldiers were ordered out of 
them in a single day? 


There is but one view that can be 
taken: Service, whatever the nature of 
it, costs money. 


The city must have more taxes—the 
company must have increased rates— 
or, public service will inevitably suffer.

I wish that the kaiser might have aoe 
them, as it was he who prescribed for Ger- 
man women the three K's—‘“‘Kuche, kirche, 
kinder’—and bade them know nothing out- 
side the kitchen, the church and the nursery. 
Today they heave coal. They dig. They 
work on buildings. They drive trucks, taxis 
and trolley cars. They keep shops. They 
drudge on the railways. Back of the lines 
they dig trenches, releasing men for action. 
‘verywhere women replace men, and it is as 
much as Your life is worth to secure 4 house- 
maid. : 
Women Worship Their Men. 

At first this wholesale invasion 
culine pursuits seemed rather a lark. Women 
jumped at the high wages—not so high as 
men’s, to be sure, -but higher than had ever 
before been paid to women in Germany. 
They enjoyed their release Brom the three 
K’s. As for the physical Tnin, they stood 
it remarkably well. And oh, the thrill of 
joyous pride at finding themselves actually 
doing the things formerly reserved for their 
lords and masters! It was wonderful. Only 
people who have lived in Germany and seen 
how German women worship their men can 
understand it. 

In Germany the wife is the husband's 
willing slave. Or, no, “willing’ fails to ex- 
press it. She glories in her bondage and 
serves her demigod with gladness of heart. 
It has never entered her head that her hus- 
band should treat her as American wives are 
treated by American husbands. Over here 
a man will go shabby in order to dress up 
his wife and show her off; in Germany the 
wife goes shabby and shows off her husband. 

Women Weak From Overwork. 

So when German women took men’s jobs 
their elation was nothing to be marveled at. 
However, it has dwindled perceptibly. An

old story now—in this, the fourth year of | 


the war—masculine employment retains lit- 
tle of its early exhilaration. As the food 
»problem grows steadily more grave, and as 
bodies grow steadily weaker from overwork 
and underfeeding, the whole attitude of Ger- 
man women toward their employment is 
changing. 

Those in positions of authority still relish 
the chance to scold and bully their victims. 
Female conductors, for example, are still 
having the time of their lives treating pas- 
sengers with a severity hardly ever dis- 
played by men. But in general the women 
one sees working at men’s jobs in Germany 


have sad faces now, and betray a@ nervous | 


irascibility, and seem always on the verge 
of tears. What began as a hilarious adven- 
ture has become a terrible, grim burden, 
not only to the body but to the mind, for 
women look ahead. 

Just there, as it seems to me, lies the 
greatest change brought about in women's 
life in Germany. Thought has set in. No 
longer content to live day by day, as they 
did before the war, German women reckon 
with the future. They ask themselves, 
“what will become of us?” and, far more bit- 
terly, “What will become of our children?” 

Advertising for Husbands, 

One very impressive sign of alarm and 
anxiety among German women Is the aston- 
ishing increase in matrimonial advertise- 
ments. Girls who would normally expect 
somehow to purchase a husband have their 
doubts. Men become scarce. As Gretchen 
tends shop, or drives her trolley car, or 
swings a pickax in Berlin’s new subway, or 
heaves coal she wonders if perhaps she is in 
for a whole lifetime of such drudgery. Hence 
those tell-tale advertisements. Now and 
then one reveals a state of mind bordering 
on desperation. Gretchen writes that the 
lack of an arm or leg should not dishearten 
applicants. 

As for the mothers of families, they 
quake when they remember the little folks 
at home. It is a common thing now for a 
small urchin to be left in charge of numer- 
ous urchins still smaller. Food gets worse 
as the war drags on, and the special favors 
vouchsafed the children by the food admin- 
istration—little extras to offset the lack of 
milk—are dismally inadequate. And war has 
affected the schools, vastly to their hurt. 
Women frequently replace men as teachers, 
and the women have had to learn teaching 
or are in the process of learning. Standards 
drop in consequence. Many schools are 


short of teachers and make up for the ghort- 
age by putting two or three classes together. 

Coal is scarce. To meet the situation 
part of the schoolrooms are closed and the 
rest overcrowded. At home, children de- 
prived of paternal discipline because the 
father is at the front and of maternal care 
because the mother is at work, suffer in 
about the proportion that might be expected. 

Kaiser Opposes Woman Suffrage. 

Do the German women look forward to 
& general emancipation of their sex when 
peace comes? That hardly counts. The gen- 
eral emancipation of their sex is in process 
already. Woman suffrage may be slow to 
arrive; the kaiser came down like a falling 
house on the first timid movement toward 
the. enfranchisement of women, and women 
in Germany have never been taught to think 
politically—or, for that matter, to think at 
all. But it is clear that German women have 
won a place in industry and a place in com- 
merce and—most astonishing and revolution- 
ary—a place of some dignity in thelr own 


homes. They will’ be slow to relinquish it. 
I remember a woman in a huge coat 


driving a trolley car. What “chestiness!” 
What huge self-importance! What a man- 
nish pose! The whole aspect of that blus- 
tering, swaggering creature expressed inde- 
pendence, not to say downright arrogance. 
Will she meekly accept the three K’s as the 
boundaries of her existence after the war 
and kowtow to her husband and bear a dozen 
children at his bidding? Not if I know her. 
And this was not by any means an uncom- 
mon case. Women employed at men’s work 
in Germany put on all the masculine strut 
they can muster. 
Must Work to Live. 

Looking on while innumerable armies of 
women dropped their occupations at home 
and took to every sort of labor from muni- 
tion making to driving express wagons, one 
might have supposed that the German impe- 
rial government had ordered a mobilization 
or women as thorough and systematic as the 
mobilization of men. In reality the German 
imperial government did no such thing. Why 
should it? Women by the hundreds of thou- 
sands found themselves bereft of support. 
They saw employment offered at fairly good 
wages. There were arrangements provided 
for instruction in new trades by the con- 
cerns that offered employment. All went 


| smoothly enough without help from the Ger- 
' man 


imperial government. r 

But while that government had no hand 
in starting the thing, it might pay Wilhelm 
If. and his counselors to ask themselves 
where the thing is to stop. Industrially, 
women run the empire today. Will they 
manage somehow to run it politically after 
the war or at least to have a pretty active 
finger in the political pie? There are signs 
that just this may happen. The bread riot- 
ers are mainly women. So are the peace riot- 
From women’s throats most frequently 
come the cries of ‘Down with war! Down 
with the government!” They have little ef- 
fect at present, but the spirit that calls them 
forth is a spirit that may exert itself to 
tremendous effect by and by. 

Women Becoming Important.

Does she say, with a fine, 
broad smile overspreading her coal black 
face, “Ah, the war you men let your masters 
force you into is magnificent and glorious 
and righteous?” Hardly! And what can the 
inan reply to her tirades against autocracy 
when he sees how thin she ts and how thin 
the children are, and what outrageous young 
scamps they have become?

dier declare, “I hope we lose the war; the 
government will then get what it deserves.” 
but suppose he is thinking less of himself 
than of his wife.

Mee paoesteal for “Old Glory” has been con- 
sidered our patriotic duty ever since we have 
become conscious of the world demand for 
food, for we all know we must supply not 
only the United States, but her allies as 
well. To do this means not merely cultiva- 
tion, but conservation and preservation, too. 
This gives the women and girls another line 
of kitchen-trench fighting. 

Annually thousands of dollara are lost 
in Georgia alone, because food is wasted. 
Peaches, apples, watermelons, beans, cab- 
bage, okra, tomatoes are only a few exam- 
ples of the food that is wasted because there 
ig too much to consume, no shipping facil- 
ities, and ignorance of how to conserve it 
for future use. Do you know that Georgia's 
sweet potato crop was the largest in her 
history and enough was wasted to feed Bel- 
gium? The people could save this if they 
knew the proper way to store, can, preserve 
and dry the surplus. Today we are faced 
with the realization, as mever before, of the 
need of trained workers in this line. South 
Carolina recognized this need when she sent 
to a state college—the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college, for women—for trained 
agricultural teachers to do garden work in 
South Carolina this summer.

THE GERMS WILL INTRUDE, ALAS! 

The great war has brought no great 
revolution of medical science, no tremen- 
dous change of method, no serious expos- 
ure of medical inefficiency. It has merely 
demonstrated what scientific sanitation, 
medicine and surgery can do when called 
upon in a vtrisis. 

Germs, for instance, are respected by all 
the warring factions. ‘Every army in the 
field takes the utmost possible precaution 
against the variousinfections which are so 
prone to decimate troops if given a chance. 
And for that matter, one rarely finds an 
intelligent layman who hasn't a wholesome 
respect for disease germs, notwithstanding 
the assurance of some “schools” of healers 
that germ infection is a mistaken theory. 
The community has yet to be organized 
where the people are willing to waive the 
right to be protected from epidemics by the 
isolation of infected persons. 

All this is rather obvious to any sensible 
mind. It hardly seems worthy of repetition. 
Yet it does deserve mention when you stop 
to consider the ridiculous claim that all dis- 
ease is due to displaced bone, or to 
an error of the mind, or to impurities in 
the blood which have not been properly 
eliminated, or to improper diet and lack of 
exercise. 


Some 


It would be quite as ridiculous for a doc- 
tor to insist that all disease is caused by 
germs, and that no treatment can be of any 
avail unless it includes some kind of medi- 
cine. This is the only distinction between 
the medical profession and the non-medical. 
Because a doctor knows that malaria ts 
caused by a parasite in the blood, and that 
the parasite gets into the blood only through 
the bite of the anopholes mosquitoe, and that 
quinine in proper doses at the proper time 
will completely cure the disease, he does not 
jump to the conclusion that all disease is 
due to parasites injected by insects. He 
would do so, perhaps, if his education were 
deficient. But his training teaches him that 
other diseases are caused by the displace- 
ment of bones, by erratic ideas, by retained 
bodily poisons, ete, and so he does not 
make the sweeping assertions that charac- 
terize the poorly educated healer. 

Don’t forget the germs that cause the 
epidemic diseases and the germs that cause 
biood poisoning from open wounds when 
you are assured by your non-medical hea!te 
that his theory is all right and the old schoo! 
medical idea all wrong.

AN BE SHORTAGE 
MENACES FOOD CROPS 


State Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture Says Georgia May Drop 
in Food Production. 


J. J. Brown, state commissioner of 
agriculture and chairman of Govern- 
or Dorsey's council] of defense com- 
mittee on increased food production, 
Geclared Thursday that every day’s 
new developments are so aggravating 
the farm labor situation in Georgia 
that not only will the war food pro- 
duction at which the state has been 
aiming be impossible, but that there 
is real danger of falling below last 
year’s food production totals. 

At the same time he refused to con- 
cur with Commissioner Wade. of Ala- 
bama, who has charged southern farm- 
ere with laziness and with having 
formed habits of working only five

Disersusiy denying that either lack 
of patriotism ‘or politics could be in. 
volved in the case, Mr. Brown laid 
some of the blame upon Georgia local 
boards and upon constructions placed 
upon draft laws so that men essential 
om farm production are taken from the 
armas. 


Mr. Brown does not lay the whole 
blame at the door of the military es- 
tablishment, or even a large share of 
it, but this, he says, together with 
the exodus of unskilled laboraérs, has 
made the situation more than grave 
and this fact he wants the state to 
know and understand that steps may 
be everywhere taken to remedy the 
agricultural ailments and save the food 
crop.
